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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT 


OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and to the 
Citizens of Cushing: 
Please accept my seventeenth annual report. © 


Last spring the three teachers then employed 
were reelected but Miss Dyer resigned to accept an- 
other position and Mrs. Evelyn Reilly of Thomaston 
was elected to the position of teacher in the upper 
district, Miss Reilly had taught in this school be- 
fore and has always given excellent satisfaction. 


Our teachers have been faithful and_ efficient, 
employing sound and approved methods. The pupils 
have shown reasonable cooperation and deportment 
has been good. 


Mr. Oliver of the Broad Cove School has resigned 
and his resignation was accepted to go into effect 
at the end of the winter term. Mrs. Marian Knapp 
of Friendship has been elected for the Spring term. 


Except for the purchase of a few new health 
books and some supplementary readers the only 
-books purchased have been replacements. Efforts 
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have been made to furnish good up to date hooks 
and supplies without extravagance. There have been 
no extensive repairs, 


There is quite a lot of sentiment in favor of a 
central school and this should be an objective in the 
near future. Doubtless in a central school two 
teachers could do the work as well as it can be done 
how or even better. Longer recitations could be held 
and the conveyance would not be so very much 
more than af present. In this as in all town busi- 
hess. a wise management and a prudent watch of 

yenditures would make possible achievements that 
oat not be possible if care was not exercised. 


Our seats are old and not especially ereditable to 
the town. Better seats would raise the efficiency of 
the schools. 


The register of the Thomaston High School 
shows that there are twenty-one Cushing pupils en- 
rolled there. This means an expenditure of$4.470.00. 
This sum is in excess of amounts heretofore ex- 
pended for this purpose. This will naturally neces- 
sitate a somewhat larger appropriation. Reckoning 
ordinary school expenses about the same as in the 
past year the total expenditures will be around 
$4,500.00 Deducting the probable sum to be received 
from the State, the town would need about $2.850.00, 


The increased tuition is the one reason for this 
larger need. There is a balance this year, but it is 
not large and it seems unwise to count on spending 
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this to the last penny. 


The pupils from the town who attend Thomas- 
ton High School are on the whole, doing good work 
and reflect credit on this town. The present large 
number there, is but a condition of the present time 
and in a year or two the number will be smaller 
for many years, or so it would appear. 


The school officials earnestly endeavor to serve 
the children of the town and also try to please the 
citizens so far as is consistant with duty. Elections 
of teachers should be held in the Spring. Parents 
who have definite opinions regarding reelections of 
teachers should notify the Superintendent of Schools 
as to how they feel on the matter. The officials 
must use their judgment, but they certainly will not 
deliberately oppose the people who have elected them, 


In conclusion, I thank the town officials for their 
cooperation and express my appreciation of the sup- 


port of public spirited citizens.
